Repatriation of Roumanian refugees in 
British sector of Vienna and British Zone of Austria 
has been at a standstill since 15th July when 
Roumanian Repatriation Mission was withdraym. Prior 
to withdrawal of Mission one hundred and thirty 
four Roumanian citizens had been assembled for 
repatriation fron the British Zone, and have since 
had to be dispersed. 
2. A Roumanian Repatriat on Mission was also 
withdrawn from Germany on same date, and, according 
to British Military Mission Roumania, repatriations 
arranged for by them were disallowed by Roumanian 
Governuent owing to “manner in which screening wa 
done". In consequence several hundreds of 
intending repatriates from Germany were strande 
in Vienna en route to Roumania, After considerable 
period in which tiey lived as best they could in 
bombedamaged railway stations in Soviet sector, some 
have now been accomodated in Camp in British sector, 
Remainder are however still without proper shelter 
since other Elements cannot or will not 
accomodate then,

We axe informed by Social 
A@ministration Division that the “Westward Ho" scheme 
applies equally to"inside‘ani “outside camp displaced 
persons ani that wide publicity was given to the schem 
with a view to attracting a large number’ of displaced 
persons living outside cemps.

Our only means of getting this done will be if General 
MoLean will take it on as he did for the sample screening. 
Hutt feels there is some doubt as to whether he will be agreeable 
to this owing to his other commitments. Would you please discuss 
with a view to persuasion or issuing orders to get on with the 
job.

I understand Lees told Wade that except for a very few 
menbers of Headquarters, it was intended considerably to cut down 
the strength of the Commission. It would be as well if you could 
find out what is in the wind as it will obviously affect the 
qué stion of screening Soviet citizens and Liaison Officer above. 


5. Yugoslav Wear Crimes Mission. 


This Mission is operating on its own still. If it stays on 
I think it would better come under General McLean's supervision through 
General Pehacek. We have not yet found out from War Crimes Group what 
the War Office instructions are on a dead line for war criminals and 
whether this dead line refers to further cases or trials of persons 
actually in custody now. 


There are at present in Wolfsberg 182 persons in whom either 
the S.R.C. or the Yugoslav War Crimes Mission are interested. or 
these 60 are definitely McLean's responsibility, 40 are that of War 
Crimes Group, BTA, and the remaining 80 persons are mostly Austrians 
or Stateless. They are in the main war criminals but they are not 
on UNWCC. The cases of many of then have been lost track of, but

Hutt is trying to get this sorted out. Many of these persons 

were arrested at the request of the Yugoslav War Crimes Mission and 
in many cases they have never made out a proper prima facia case 
against then, often falling to distinguish between quislings and 

war criminals proper. Until Hutt has had some further investigation 
made, we would prefer not to take action on placing the Yugoslav 
War Crimes Mission umier General Pehacek's control, but should 

feel that it is advisable to do so a little later, it would Kelp 

if you would ascertain General McLean's reactions to this suggestion.

TRansfer of Reichsdeutsche from Austria, Your letter PWDP 
59809/1L2 of 25th October, The need for completing this move is 
becoming increasingly urgent in view of political developments in 
regard to Austria, Moreover the Reichsdeutsche themselves have now been 
waitigg for a long time collected in camps ready for transfer and 
are becoming restless. 


2. Nominal rolls were sent to you from “ustria on 11th August, As 
the total is only 1,192 we feel that long enough period has now been 
allowed for checking and must request that this be now finalised as soon 
as possible andarrangements made for reception, We have already lost 
the opportunity of completing this move in the summer but there is still 
time for it to be effected before the coldest part of winter sets in. 


3. Please communicate direct with Vienna on this matter and keep 
us informed,

I enclose copies of correspondence which has recently 
passed between the Secretary of State and the Minister of 
Labour and National Service concerning the latter's proposal 
to recruit women for our textile industries from among the 
Volksdeutsche in Austria and from the German population of 
the British zone of Germany. 


I do not know whether the Afbéecd Commission in Vienna 
have yet been approached by the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service representatives there and I hope you will 
not feel that we have "jumped the gun" by agreeing to Mr. 
Isaacs' proposal so far as the Volksdeutsche are concerned 
without consulting you. I have now seen Vienna telegram 
No. 1096 of the 22nd November in which you emphasise the 
greater urgency of resettling non-German Displaced Persons 
as opposed to Reichsdeutsche or Volksdeutsche. We had, 
of course, realised this when we agreed to Mr. Isaacs’ 
proposal, but we did not at that time appreciate that all 
the Volksdeutsche could eventually be absorbed into 
Austria. We consider, nevertheless, in view of the vital 
need to build up the labour force in essential industries 
in this country, that we should still continue to support 
these proposals by the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service even though they will be of less political benefit 
than we had originally supposed. You will see that Mr. 
Bevin has emphasised in his reply to Mr. Isaacs that the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service should continue to 
give priority to the recruitment of non-German Displaced 
Persons.

There are several other points arising from the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service's present scheme on which we 
would welcome your comments. 


(a) We can see no reason ourselves why this scheme 
should be confined to the British zone and imagine that the 
French and the Americans will agree to us recruiting 
Volksdeutsche in their zones as well. Is this so? 


(b) You will note that we have asked the Ministry of 
Labour not to recruit from among those categories of 
Volksdeutsche who are still due to be transferred to 
Germany under existing arrangements. Do you think that 
we should maintain this ban? 


(c) We have also asked the Ministry of Labour to 
consider the recruitment of men Volksdeutsche and of 
families. We have not yet heard from them about this and 
in the meantime I wowld be glad to have your views. 


(ad) Finally, you will observe that we have asked the 
Ministry of Labour to consider the possibility of

recruiting non-German Displaced Persons living outside 
camps in Austria. We understood from General MacLean 
that arrangements were being made with the Austrian 
authorities which would facilitate the recruitment of 
these people. I would be glad to learn what progress 
has been made with this and to what extent you consider 
the resettlement of people in this category, as 
contrasted with Displaced Persons inside camps, is 
practicable and desirable.

Deer Gearge, 


In yow letter ODP 310/1947 of the 4th November you 
asked me whether I had smy political objections to your 
proposal thet wouwen workers should be recruited for our 
textile industries from the Volksdeutsche in Austria ond 
from the German population of the British Zone of Germeny. 


I am, as you know, mest anxious to reduce by every 
possible meana the very large number of refugees still 
remaining in Austria. The 200,000 Volksdeutsche refugees 
in that country comprise by fer the lerfeat single croup of 
refugees there. It is true thet the non-Germsn displeced 
persons in some weys present s more intrectable problem, but 
everything which we can do to get the total numbers down is 
to the good. I assume, of course, that you will not confine 
your recruitment to the British Zone, vince the prent majority 
of these Volkedeuteche sre in the United Jtetes Zone and there 
are aleo some thovussnde in the French Zone. As for as ‘the 
Volksdeutsche in Avatria are concerned, therefore, I hevé not 
only no political objections to your propessl, but strongly 
approve of it. 


There is, however, one reservation concerning these 
Volksdeutsche which I feel I must make, Approximately 50,900 
of the 200,060 Voltsdeuteche in Austria sve, under the Potsdam 
Agveement, due for trensfer to Germany. It would cl ef rly be 
impolitic for us st thie moment to contravene 9 quadrinartite 
ebligstion of this nsture. I would therefore be glad “4g your 
officiale would refrain fron vecruiting from acionrat those 
categories of Volksdeutache due to be transferred to Germsny 
Thia should not prove a serious hendicup aince there will Sina 
be 120,000 to choose from. 


I imagine that your recruiting teoms will initially be 
fully occupsed in selecting these single wonen who sre so 
urgently required in the textile industry. It oecurs to me, 
however, that is these prove eae succéss in this country we 
might consider recruiting Volksedeutseche men as well. I 
would have thought thet they micht well prove s ocd substitute 
for the German prisoners ci war on whom our npriculture has 
become vo dependant. Moreover I would like to streea again 
the desirability fran the refugee point of view of recruiting 
family units, though I fully realise the housing problems 
involved. i shouid be plsad to hsve your views on these points, 


Meanghile I assume that you will take steps right away 
to begin recruitment of Volksdeutsche women in Austria, It 
my department can be of service to you in making the necessary 
arrangements, please let me know st once.

I want to put a point to you in connection with 
the manning-up of the textile industries. You know 
how extremely important it is to the development of 
ow export trade that we should get maximum production 
from these industries. At the moment the three main 
textile industries (cotton, wool and rayon) require 
10,000 single women workers by Merch, 1945, and a further 
26,000 after that date. 


There are three methods that we can adopt:= 


(1) to divert available labour to these industries 
by means of the Control of Mgagement Order; 


(2) to close down ao number of firms in other 
industries in the areas where these industries 
are carried on, or at least reduce their 
activities; 


(3) to bring in foreign labour. 


I am glad to say that the indications so far are 
that the Control of Engagement Order is making a 
material contribution towards manning-up these industries, 
but it is clear that we cannot by this means alone 
obtein all the necessery labour. The closing or cutting 
down of firms in the areas where these industries are 
carried on raises most serious difficulties. Most of 
them are light engineering firms engaged on exports. 
I think we can only adopt this method in the last resort,

® The one source from which we can get substantial 
assistance is from overseas. je have been getting 
displaced persons from the Continent as rapidly as 
possible, and over 2,000 of these are already working 
in the textile industries. The trouble is that in a 
eomparatively short time this eource of eupply will be 
exhausted so far as single women are concerned. It is 
already exhausted for the British and French Zones of 
Germany and Austria and we are, at the moment, going 
into the American Zone of Germany, from which we hope 
to get something like 5-6,000. There are small pockets 
in Denmark and Italy but these will not produce more 
than about 600 single women. Unless, therefore, we 
take some further steps the supply from Europe will dry 
up early next year and it is essential that we should 
see ne it is possible to tap some other source of 
supply. 


The only two countries which have any appreciable 
number of women workers for employment abroad are Italy 
and the Western Zones of Germany. In Italy there are 
about half-a-milion women unemployed, the majority of 
whom, however, have no industriel experience at all and 
are in the South where the workers have no reputation for 
energy or adaptability. The only possible sources of 
recruitment left are therefore the Volksdeutsche in 
Austris and German women in the British Zone of Germany. 
Everyone who has worked has been impressed by the 
industry and resource of the ordinary German worker, and 
the views of the British in Austria on Volksdeutsche 
are similar. I assume that there is no political 
objection to recruiting single women from the 
Volksdeutsche: they are in fact displaced persons from 
Hungary, Rumania ete. If you see ne political objection 
I should like to start making the necessary arrangements 
at onge for recruiting from this source. 


So far as ordinary German workers are concerned, 
there may be political difficulties from your point of 
view, but I would like to put to you the following 


points:- 


(4) 


(41) We should not need to bring German workers 
to this country on the basis of permanent 
resettlement as we do with displaced persons. 
They could be brought here on short—term 
contracts which could be renewed at our 
option and they could be returned to Germany 
at any time that the employment situation 
demanded. 


We should only take young women up to, say, 
28 or 30 who could be said to be capable of 
re-e.ucation on democratic lines of thought. 
I should have thought that it would be of 
great sdvantage to have a substantial number 
of German women inculcated with British ideas 
of freedom and democracy which they would 

be able to disseminate on their return to 
Germany. 


If we are to maintain a steady flow of foreign 
women workers to the textile industries it is essentia’ 
thet we should put in hand at a very early date the 
necessary écnguttations for the recruitment of 
Volksdeutsche and Germans. Before, however, I take 
any steps in the matter I should like to know whether, 
from your points of view, you see any political 
difficulties in this.

The decision whether an unaccompanied child shall be 
repatriated or not is taken by D.P. Division in consultation 
with I.R.0. 


In making their decision they consider the best interests 
of the child from a humanitarian point of view. In general, 
if the parents can be traced in the country of origin, the 
child is repatriated, Exceptions are made if the parents 
are undesirables, e.g. a Yugoslav mother who claimed her 
child was found to be a prostitute and the child was not 
repatriated. 


If the child is claimed by foster parents in the country 
of origin and by foster parents in Austria, the wishes of the 
child, the age of the child, the material circumstances of 
both sets of foster parents and any other relevant circumstances 
are carefully considered and an individual decision taken in 
each case. Other things being equal, it is considered 
preferable to return the child to its own country.

2, General Clay's decision is welcome but I am 
Surprised that theqestion of transfer of 27,000 
Jews from the U.S. zone of Austria should have been 
raised in this connection. I fully endorse General 
Robertsm's attitude that the cases are by no means 
parallel. The presence of these Jews in the U.S. zme 
does not constitute a potential danger to Austrians as 
do the presence of Yugoslavs in the British zone and 
pobitical consideration for movement would therefore 
seem to be much less urgent. /foreover, the disparity 
in numbers between the two groups is even more glaring 
when account is taken of our intmtion to transfer a 
large proportion of these Yugoslavs to the U.K. 


3. In asking for assurance about Yugoslavs, you

It appears that there has bern some misunderstanding regarding 
the nature of the recent Anglo-Yugoslav Agreement on Refugets, This 
should be dispelled by the publication of the Agreement which is now 
available to the general public, 

One of the main purposes of the Agreement is to provide a solution 
to the problems caused by the presence of large numbers of Yugoslav 


displaced persons in the British zone of “ustria and it is proposed to 


make intensified efforts to secure their early resettlement or re- 


patriation, There will be no forcible repatriation except in the case 
of men who are clearly guilty of active and wilful collaboration with the 
enemy during the war, or of war crimes, To cover this, the British 
Goverment have reaffirmed their long st nding obligations to hand over men 
whose surrender has been requested by the Yo: goslav Government, provided 
that a prima facie casc has been made out against then, It will be 
observed that the decision on the latter point rests entirely with the 
British Govermment and the small nwuber of wanted men so far handed over 
have all been notoriously guilty of collaboration and in most cases of 
war crimes as well, The list of Yugoslav nationals in Germany, Italy and 
Austria, whose surrender as collaborators has been demanded by the 
Yugoslav Goverment from the British Goverrment, only includes a few hundred 
names, Meanwhile, under the terms of the ment, the Yugoslav 
Government have undertaken not to make any fresh demands for the surrender 
of collaborators or war criminals after the 8th Noveniber, 197. The 
immense majority of Yugoslav Displaced Persons in Austria, have, however, 
nothing to fear, In order to give them every opportunity of informing 
themselves sbout conditions in Yugoslavia, so that they may decide whether 
or not to return there, arrangements have been made for a Yugoslav Liaison 
Mission, specially sent for this purpose from Yugoslavia, to visit the camps 
and displaced persons living there and in the neighbourhood and to place 
all information at their disposal, 

It is, however, to be emphasised thet the decision whether they should 
return to Yugoslavia or not will rest entirely with the displaced persons 


themselves, 


At the same time, the Anglo-Yugoslav Agreement provides for the 
removal from the British Zone of Austria and resettlesent elsewhere 
of as many Yugoslavs as possible whe do not wish to return to Yugoslavia,

@ greatly increased scale through the Intemational Refugee Organisation,
